Slow  Death  in  the  Cities:  A  Town 
Hall  meeting  on  urban  environmental 
issues.  The  last  of  our  five  live  satellite 
broadcasts,  this  town  hall  meeting 
examines  pollution  in  the  cities:  who  it 
affects,  why  and  who's  responsible? 
As  producer  Ginny  Berson  says,  'The 
poisoning  of  our  planet  has  reached 
life  and  death  proportions,  especially 
for  people  living  in  minority  commu- 
nities. Not  only  are  people  getting  sick 
in  cities  from  the  pollution  in  the  air 
and  water,  the  quality  of  life  is  deteri- 
orating." 

The  discussion  will  include  how 
automobiles  and  industry  contribute 
to  pollution  and  how  poorer  commu- 
nities get  the  brunt  of  the  bad  air.  We 
will  also  examine  landfills,  ocean  and 
toxic  waste  dumping  and  have  a  dia- 
logue on  America's  disposable  society 
and  who's  trying  to  change  it. 

Speakers  include  government  envi- 
nonmental  regulators,  experts  on 
environmental  racism,  environmental 
epidemiologists,  environmental 
activists,  industrialists  seeking  dereg- 
ulation and  urban  transportation 
planners.  (For  a  more  complete  listing 
of  speakers,  please  see  October  31  in 
the  Folio). 

Pacifica's  National  Affairs  Corre- 
spondent Larry  Bensky  will  moderate 
the  discussions  between  the  expert 
panel,  live  audience  and  call-in  audi- 
ence. 


Henry  Miller: 
The  Colossus  of  Maroussi 

October  7  through  14, 11:30  am 
December  26  1891 -June  7  1980 

"Strange  as  it  may  seem  today  to  say, 
the  aim  of  life  is  to  live,  and  to  live  means 
to  be  aware,  joyously,  drunkenly,  serenely, 
divinely  aware.  In  this  state  of  godlike 
awareness  one  sings;  in  this  realm  the 
world  exists  as  poem.  No  why  or  where- 
fore, no  direction  or  goal,  no  striving,  no 
evolving." 

In  celebration  of  the  centenary  of 
Henry  Miller's  birth,  the  Morning 
Reading  during  early  October  will  fea- 
ture selections  from  his  favorite  book. 
The  Colossus  of  Maroussi.  As  the  world 
prepared  for  war  in  July  of  1939, 
Miller  set  out  (on  Bastille  Day)  for 
what  he  knew  would  be  his  farewell 
to  Europe.  Responding  to  an  invita- 
tion from  his  friend  and  fellow-writer 
Lawrence  Durrell,  Miller  sailed  from 
Marsailles  to  Piraeus  to  discover  for 
himself  the  light  that  Greece  had  given 
the  world.  The  Colossus  of  Maroussi  is 
the  testimony  to  that  brightness  the 
writer  preserved  even  as  other  lights 
were  going  out  all  over  the  world. 

The  war  did  force  Miller's  reluctant 
return  to  his  native  land  the  day  fol- 
lowing his  48th  birthday,  but  those 
five  months  in  Greece  would  be  num- 
bered by  the  writer  among  the  three 
most  influential  times  of  his  long  and 
lively  lifetime. 

This  reading  of  The  Colussus  of 
Maroussi  will  be  presented  by  actors 
who  have  played  Miller,  friends  and 
fellow  writers  who  loved  him,  and  by 
Greek-Americans  in  the  Arts  who 
know  what  he  was  talking  about. 

The  Miller  reading  will  begin  Mon- 
day, October  7th  and  continue  as  the 
Morning  Reading  for  approximately 
two  weeks.  We  wish  to  thank  New 
Directions  for  pjermission  to  broadcast 
this  reading.

Charles  Morgan 


NOV  14,  1912 -AUG  7,  1991

Charles  Morgan's  passing  is  a 
moment  of  great  import  for  us.  He  loved 
his  friends,  he  loved  his  listeners,  but 
most  of  cill,  he  loved  the  unending  possi- 
bility of  human  action.  Charles  was  a 
man  of  great  hope  and  foresight  for  the 
future.  We  shouldn't  dwell  on  the  cir- 
cumstances of  his  passing,  but  rather  we 
ought  to  examine  the  ways  in  which  he 
pointed  out  the  roads  to  our  active 
engagement  with  tomorrow,.  Now,  more 
than  ever,  we  need  to  reflect  on  his 
words  and  on  his  vision  for  the  future. 

Active  politics  was  his  passion,  but 
ideas  were  his  metier.  As  I  best  recall  his 
work,  I  am  seated  beside  a  radio  at 
home,  or  I'm  driving  down  an  Angeleno 
freeway,  riveted  to  the  sound  of  that 
voice  painting  pictures  for  me,  urging 
passionate  response  to  yet  another  gov- 
ernmental or  corporate  outrage  to  be 
fought  against. 

He  understood  not  only  the  greed 
and  venality  which  can  lead  people  to 
outrageous  deeds,  but  he  heard  the 
music  in  language,  knowing  that  the 
well-turned  phrase,  the  precise  word  at 
the  proper  moment,  are  as  electrified 
prods  to  the  conscience.  To  hear  him 
decry  "the  dictatorship  of  the  petroletari- 
at"  was  to  confront  the  danger  inherent 
in  the  anonymity  of  20th  century  big- 
ness: the  corporation  and  the  state  are 
equal  in  their  ability  to  suppress  human 
potential.  He  pulled  no  punches,  and  he 
expected  no  less  from  the  rest  of  us. 

Off  the  air,  Charles  Morgan  was  a 
man  of  the  prairie,  born  on  the  plains  in 
the  second  decade  of  this  century.  "I 
moved  to  the  East  Bottoms  of  Kansas 
City  when  I  was  an  infant,"  he  was  so 
fond  of  telling  people.  "We  lived  right 
next  to  a  livery  stable,  and  across  from 
the  stockyards  there.  So,  from  the  earliest 
age,  I  was  intimately  familiar  with  the 
mixed  aromas  of  bullshit  and  horseshit. 
That's  what  led  me  to  become  a  reporter, 
because  even  now,  I  can  still  smell  out  a 
phony  politician  or  corporate  executive  a 
mile  away."  I  heard  this  story  so  many 


times,  especially  its  conclusion:  "Why,  to 
this  day,"  he'd  say,  "I  think  the  smell  of 
bullshit  and  horseshit  are  the  sweetest 
perfumes  in  the  world."  And  I  always 
would  respond,  "You  must  have  been 
one  hell  of  a  hit  on  Valentine's  Day!" 
And  Kate  would  just  sigh  eind  shake  her 
head. 

Charles  came  of  age  in  the  infamous 
Dust  Bowl  era,  seeing  the  depths  to 
which  hard  times  could  force  people.  He 
also  came  to  recognize  early  the  indiffer- 
ence privilege  and  positions  of  power 
had  to  the  workers  who  make  up  the 
backbone  of  our  society.  Yet  his  was  no 
undimensional  experience.  His  first  radio 
job  was  in  the  1930s  in  Yankton,  S.D., 
reading  poetry,  having  a  talk  show,  and 
yes,  singing  to  his  listeners  in  the  fields 
and  in  their  homes.  Here  he  discovered 
the  miracle  of  reaching  people  through 
the  theater  behind  the  eyes:  radio.  His 
voice,  sounding  the  tones  and  passions 
of  his  words,  became  a  tool  for  action. 

The  hard  times  forced  his  migration 
West,  where  he  took  up  shop  as  a  writer 
and  columnist  for  The  People's  World.  He 
covered  yet  another  outrage:  the  long 
and  bitter  strike  by  workers  at  the  Dis- 


ney Studios.  A  stint  in  the  Army  was 
shortened  by  his  punishment  for  support 
of  the  Republican  cause  in  Spain.  Prema- 
ture anti-facist,  he  was  labeled,  denying 
him  the  commission  he  had  earned  to 
fight  in  the  second  world  war.  Subse- 
quently, his  brief  membership  in  the 
communist  party  was  to  hound  him  pro- 
fessionally for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Charles  worked  as  one  of  the  found- 
ing writers  at  KFAX  San  Francisco,  a  pio- 
neer all-news  station.  But  he  lost  that  job. 
Later,  he  was  the  anchor  person  for  one 
of  the  network-affiliated  television  sta- 
tions there,  and  subsequently  he  was 
asked  to  be  the  anchor  for  one  of  the  net- 
work evening  newscasts.  But  the  offer 
was  rescinded  following  a  visit  to  net- 
work management  by  agents  of  the  Fed-  i 
eral  Bureau  of  Investigation.  It  seems  for- 
mer    communists    and     premature  i 
anti-facists  couldn't  be  trusted  to  give  us  ' 
all  the  news  that's  fit  to  be  told  on  the  air. 
In  this  bicentennial  year  of  the  First 
Amendment,  it  is  good  for  us  all  to 
remember  that  free  speech  and  thought  i 
have  often  been  the  target  of  powers  ; 
opposed  to  citizen  independence  in  the  | 
name  of  "Freedom."  i 

So,  Chcirles  was  out  of  work  again. 
In  fact,  one  day  he  met  the  FBI  agent 
who  had  been  assigned  to  his  case.  \ 
Charles  asked  if  he  were  the  focus  of 
some  form  of  harassment,  and  was  told 
that  "Yes,  we  are  going  to  follow  you  to 
the  end  of  your  days."  As  you  might 
imagine,  this  policy  wrought  havoc  on 
his  ability  to  earn  a  livelihood. 

Following  a  stint  at  KFWB,  Will 
Lewis,  KPFK  general  manager,  asked 
Charles  if  he  would  like  to  deliver  a  reg- 
ular series  of  commentaries,  with  no 
holds  barred.  Charles  accepted,  and  so, 
in  1974,  "Uncommon  Sense:  The  Radio 
News  Essays  of  Charles  Morgan"  was 
born. 

For  the  past  year,  I  have  been  work- 
ing with  Charles  on  a  collected  book  of 
his  works.  In  reviewing  the  1,700-t-  trein- 
scripts  of  his  commentaries  these  last  few 
months,  I  have  been  continually  struck 
by  the  foresight  he  had,  and  to  the  prob- 
lems he  forewarned  us  about.  He  spoke 
already  in  the  late  1970s  about  the 
impending  morass  into  which  the  large 
banks  and  savings  and  loans  would 
plunge  us  with  the  more  liberal  (for  the 
bankers  anyway)  policies  being  imple- 
mented. He  told  us  about  the  increasing 
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Stranglehold  the  oil  companies  would 
have  on  our  daily  lives.  In  his  seventies, 
he  endeavored  to  learn  Spanish,  just  so 
that  he  could  better  monitor  events  and 
trends  in  Latin  America.  We  all  benefited 
from  his  labors  on  that  account.  His  dis- 
courses on  the  interconnectedness  of  the 
Trilateral  Commission  in  the  1970s  pre- 
saged the  BCCI  and  CIA  scandals  we  are 
only  now  coming  to  know.  Charles  ral- 
lied passionately  for  the  rights  of  the  dis- 
empowered,  whether  they  are  women, 
the  Ahana  peoples,  Jews,  political  radi- 
cals, gays,  the  handicapped.  But,  he  rec- 
ognized, and  he  warned  us,  that  the 
oppressed  can  become  oppressive,  with- 
out massive  doses  of  self-criticism  and 
continuing  analysis  for  corrective  action. 
And,  he  recognized  the  special 
responsibilities  we  people  who  created 


the  news  have.  He  had  an  undying  faith 
in  the  strength  and  goodness  and  power 
of  people  to  act,  if  only  they  could  see 
and  hear  the  truth  for  themselves  in  their 
newspapers  and  radio  and  TV  stations. 
From  Charles  we  learned  that  a  voice  can 
move  people,  that  ideas  can  change  our 
world,  and  that  we  all  can  act  for  human 
liberation  and  against  oppression,  both 
without  and  within.  From  here  stemmed 
his  belief  in  the  emergence  of  what  he 
called  a  third  force  to  overwhelm  the 
outrageously  racist  war-mongering  of 
these  last  two  presidential  administra- 
tions, and  the  the  tepid  responses  which 
more  mainstream  media  absurdly  (if 
things  were  not  so  grim)  have  called  the 
democratic  opposition. 

His  was  an  ideology  of  faith  that 
human    goodness    and    action    are 


paramount,  cmd  we  should  take  him  at 
his  word.  Now  is  the  time  for  us  to  mobi- 
lize dowm  the  paths  he  foresaw,  recogniz- 
ing that  the  struggle  for  what  is  right  is 
always  a  right  and  a  duty  in  itself  for  all 
of  us.  Our  commitment  to  action  is  the 
best  memorial  to  Charles'  life. 

No  matter  what,  we  must  always 
persevere.
